The inventions listed as Groups l-ll do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

The technical features which link the claims of Groups I and II is a molding 
device for making an optical element. The device has a sealed mold cavity with an 
injection duct, an entry side with a casting opening and an evacuation side. The device 
also has a spout with a progressively enlarging transverse section between an outlet 
opening of the injection duct and the casting opening of the mold cavity. 

Whether or not a technical feature makes a contribution over the prior art and 
therefore constitutes a "special technical feature" is considered with respect to novelty 
and inventive step. (MPEP [R-6] 1850 II.) As evidenced by Frisch et al. (EP 0748685 
A1), henceforth Frisch and Gobron et al. (US 2002/0153623 A1), henceforth Gobron, 
the claimed technical features are not novel: Frisch teaches a device with a sealed 
mold cavity (4) with an injection duct (5), an entry side with a casting opening (42) and 
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an evacuation side (44) and Gobron teaches a spout (6) with a progressively enlarging 
transverse section between an outlet opening (52) of the injection duct (5) and the 
casting opening (42) of the mold cavity (4). Combining these features from the same art 
does not require an inventive step. Therefore, the claimed technical features fail to 
define a contribution over the prior art and unity of invention is lacking between these 
two groups. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement may be traversed (37 CFR 1 .143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention.
